Fire Blight 
Tik»$ Toll 
Every Year 


Fire Blight takes its toll every 


year, because fruit orchard 
owners, fail to protect the trees 
from diseases and insects, says 
CayceB. Smith, associate county 
Extension agent of Hempstead 
County. 


Fire Blight reduces production 


and is unsightly. Orchard owners 
can prevent this loss if a timely 
spray schedule is followed. 


A general purpose spray is 


available at most seed stores. 
Ordinarily, this spray contains 
three or four different materials, 
and dosage depends upon the 
percentage of each material 
present in the mixture. 


A good general purpose spray 


can be made at home, says 
Smith. To make 3 gallons of 
spray, use 9 tablespoons of 
Carbaryl 50 per cent wettable 
powder, 
6 tablespoons 
of 


Malathion 25 per cent wettable 
powder, and 9 tablespoons of 50 
per cent Captan W wettable 
powder. The material should be 
measured and thoroughly mixed 
in the sprayer immediately 
before use. 


Sprays are best applied when 


the wind is not blowing. All 
foliage and fruit should be 
covered with the spray.

Drive Into 
N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese troops reported today 
they had reached Sepone, the 
North Vietnamese supply base 
25 miles inside southern Laos. 


The troops moved hi appar- 


ently with little or no opposition 
in the deepest penetration of 
Laos since the drive opened 
Monday. Engineers were report- 
ed rebuilding Sepone's air strip. 


About 2,000 more South Viet- 


namese troops crossed into Laos 
during the day and it was dis- 
closed Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky had urged a drive into 
North Vietnam to strike at ene- 
my bases. 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 


helicopters lifted the fresh Sai- 
gon troops across the border, 
raising the number in southern 
Laos to more than 10,000, field 
reports said. 


Vietnam Press, the govern- 


ment's news agency, quoted Ky 
as saying that if necessary 
South Vietnamese forces may 
cross the 17th parallel into 
North Vietnam to flush out sup- 
ply bases in the area. 


The agency said Ky made the 


threat in accepting a gift from 
Vietnamese pilots who took part 
in the first bombing of North 
Vietnam in 1965. Ky is also com- 
mander of the South Viet- 
namese air force and a native of 
North Vietnam. 


Informed sources said several 


battalions of the South Viet- 
namese force that pushed into 
Laos Monday had advanced 
along east-west Route 9 to areas 
north and south i of Sepone, a 
main North Vietnamese trans- 
shipment point and base area on 
the Ho Chi Minh trail. 


The town 25 miles from the

ported virtually deserted, and 
there were no immediate re- 
ports of any fighting there. Nor 
was there any word of what the 
South Vietnamese found in the 
way of enemy supplies. The aim 
of the operation is to choke off 
the North Vietnamese troops 
and supplies moving down the 
network of jungle trails to South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


The Saigon government re- 


ported two fights today across 
the border along Route 9. A 
spokesman said 33 North Viet- 
namese and six South Viet- 
namese were killed and 17 South 
Vietnamese were wounded.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Au- 


thorities kept a wary eye on a 
cracked reservoir dam and 
probed wreckage of a ruined 
hospital for bodies today in the 
wake of an earthquake that 
dealt death and destruction to 
Southern California. 


Forty-two deaths were report- 


ed, nine of them heart attack 
victims. More than 1,000 per- 
sona were reported injured. 


Officials said 25 persons were 


missing, some buried in the rub- 
ble of two collapsed buildings at 
a Veterans Administration hos- 
pital in the hard-hit west end of 
the populous San Fernando Val- 
ley. 


Twenty-three bodies had been 


found in the hospital wreckage; 
45 persons were rescued.

were huge chunks of concrete 
from

three-story structures that res- 
cuers said it might be another 
day or more before all victims 
could be reached. 


Although cries of "Help me!

The health 
program fee lacked nearly 
$20,000 covering the cost of 
operation of the 
department 


during 1970. The new rates are 
set high enough to cover the 
present operating deficit and 
provide for equipment and ex- 
penses to fully comply with the 
state regulations.

Mail Order 
Firms Accused 
by the F1C

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Federal Trade Commission to- 
day accused two of the nation's 
largest mail order firms, Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., Inc., and 
Spiegel, Inc., of deceiving cus- 
tomers on credit terms. 


In a proposed complaint, the 


FTC said the two Chicago-based 
firms had failed to make disclo- 
sures required by the federal 
Truth-in-Lending Act and had 
misled customers in advertise- 
ments of credit conditions. 


Montgomery 
Ward, 
which 


operates stores and a mail or- 
der business, was sixth among 
retailing companies in the na- 
tion with 1969 sales of $2.7 bil- 
lion. It is a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of Marcor, Inc., of Chi- 
cago, also named in the pro- 
posed complaint. 


Spiegel, which operates only 


on a mail order basis, had sales 
of $320 million in 1968. 


The FTC's proposed com- 


plaint 
contends Montgomery 
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Ward catalogues failed to dis- 
close how the balance is com- 
puted 
for 
figuring 
finance 


charges, failed to tell customers 
who take out special mortgages 
to finance home improvements 
that they have three days to 
cancel 
the transaction, 
and 


failed to disclose credit terms 
on required minimum payments 
for catalogue items. 


The complaint alleges also 


Montgomery Ward's advertised 
claim that no monthly payments 
would be required on an item 
until a certain date misled cus- 
tomers into believing finance 
charges would not be imposed 
until the first installment came 
due. Actually, the FTC said, fi- 
nance charges are 
imposed 


monthly after the first 30 days. 


The complaint against Spiegel 


charges the firm sold credit life 
insurance to new customers 
without obtaining the required 
permission of the customer, 
failed to disclose on statements 
the date by which payment 
must be made to avoid finance 
charges and misled credit cus- 
tomers as to the method of com- 
puting finance charges. 


Commission orders can be 


contested in federal appeals 
courts.

Poige Makes 
Hall of Fame 
the Hard Way 


NEW YORK (AP) - Satchel 


Paige took the long, hard way 
into Baseball's Hall of Fame, 
but with his rubber arm and 
unhurried gait, he finally made 
it. 


The legendary pitcher, who 


was somewhere in his 40s when 
he made his major league debut 
and somewhere in his 50s when 
he finally retired, walked Tues- 
day through a door marked 
"special category" and took his 
place among the other greats in 
baseball history. 


"Technically, he's not in the 


Hall of Fame," acknowledged 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn be- 
cause old Satch never played 
the required 10 years in the ma- 
jors, "but realistically the Hall 
of Fame is a state of mind—and 
I think the fans feel that way." 


Paige was the first Negro 


elected in a special category 
honoring Negro League stars 
who missed their chance of ma- 
jor league glory because they 
came along before the color 
barrier was broken. 
" Paige' toot the forrrtef"re(iog- 
nition graciously, without a 
trace of bitterness at being kept 
out of the majors for 22 years 
although he was considered one 
of the finest pitchers in history. 


"I'm proud wherever they put 


me in the Hall of Fame. Quite a 
few people told me if I was 
white I would be playing in the 
big leagues, but I never did feel 
any bitterness," he said. 


Instead, Satch labored be- 


tween 1926 and 1948 for some 250 
Negro teams, most of them for 
one day on barnstorming tours. 
He was advertised as "Satchel 
Paige, World's Greatest Pitch- 
er, guaranteed to strike out the 
first nine men." He commanded 
from $500 to $2,000 to pitch those 
three innings, and as often as 
not, he probably did strike out 
the nine. 


In fact, Paige probably struck 


out more hitters, pitched more 
innings and won more games 
than any other pitcher in history 
—before he even made the ma- 
jors in 1948 when Bill Veeck 
signed him with the Cleveland 
Indians. 


Although the oldest rookie in 


history—he said he was 42—he 
rang up a 6-1 record in relief as 
the Indians won the American 
league pennant. 


Staying in great shape and 


claiming he had never had a 
sore arm, the 
6-foot-3, 180 


pound-right-hander added to his 
legendary exploits by pitching 
on and off in the majors until

After a recent automo- 
ble trip my husband began 
to have pains in his right 
chest where the cold air 
blew at him. It does not get 
better and the doctor says it 
could be pleurisy. He has 
b e e n

for two 


months. Chest X rays, elec- 
trocardiograph 
and 
other 


tests are normal. Is there 
any treatment other than 
pain killers. Can this be 
cured or does it become 
chronic? 


Dear Reader—The surface 


of the lungs and the inner 
surface of the chest cage 
are lined with a very thin 
clear membrane which is 
called the pleura. Inflamma- 
tion of this lining is pleurisy. 
Interestingly enough, there 
are no pain fibers from this 
lining over the lung surface, 
so the pain must come from 
the chest wall. Many people 
think that the pain is caused 
by the inflamed lung surface 
rubbing against the chest 
cage. This is probably not 
true. 


The pain appears to be 


more related to spasm of 
the small muscles between 
each of the ribs. When you

cases are caused by viral 
diseases that cause a lot of 
pain

discomfort 
but 


seldom cause any lasting 
damage or serious illness. 
The pain is usually far out 
of proportion to any actual 
danger, 
but 
it 
is quite 


severe. 


Any infection of the lungs 


can be a s s o c i a t e d with 
p l e u r i s y . This includes 
tuberculosis, the 
bacterial 


and 
viral diseases, even 


tumors and rare diseases 
we call metabolic diseases. 


Treatment 
obviously de- 


pends upon the cause. In 
most cases small doses of 
aspirin will help a great 
deal. A heating pad may 
provide comfort and wrap- 
ping the chest tightly with 
an 
elastic 
bandage 
may 


minimize pain. Of course, if 
the underlying cause is a 
serious 
medical 
problem, 


that too must be treated. 


There are other causes for 


similar chest pain. This in- 
cludes disorders of the spine 
and shingles (a virus in- 
volvement 
of the 
nerve) 


which may involve one or 
more spaces between the 
ribs. I suspect your husband 
has had trouble long enough 
that you can forget about 
shingles.

On/y6,000 
Removed From 
Smut List

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Americans who claim their sen- 
sitivities are offended by sexual- 
ly oriented mail have been slow 
in registering their feelings with 
the Post Office. 


The Postal Service says only 


about 6,000 persons have asked 
to have their names removed 
from smut peddler's mailing 
lists since a new federal law 
promising 
blanket 
protection 


went into effect Feb. 1. 


Of that number, about 15 per 


cent incorrectly filled in anti- 
smut forms available from the 
nation's 32,000 post offices, post- 
al officials said. 


The new law, contained in the 


Postal 
Reorganization 
Act 


passed by Congress last year, 
requires senders of sexually or- 
iented ads to remove all persons 
from their mailing lists who 
sign up with the Postal Service. 


Application forms filled out at 


local post offices are sent to 
postal headquarters in Washing- 
ton for inclusion on a master list 
which will be made available to 
mailers of sexually oriented ads 
at a cost of $5,000 to $10,000. 


The mailer then must com- 


pare the Postal Service list to 
his own mailing list and remove 
names that appear on both. As 
more people sign up, the Postal 
Service will send out an updated 
list to mailers. 


Failure to remove a name 


could result in criminal penal- 
ties of up to five years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine for the first of- 
fense. In addition, the Postal 
Service could seek a civil court 
order barring further mailings 
to the person whose name is on 
the master list. 


In announcing last week the 


forms are available, the Postal 
Service estimated several mil- 
lion persons would sign up. One 
official speculated the slow start 
means the public doesn't know 
the law is in force. 
Environmental 
Study of 
Cossofof Aired 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP)— 


An Army official testified in U. 
S. District Court here Tuesday 
that the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers would have made a 
more detailed study on the en- 
vironmental effects of the Gill- 
ham Dam on the Cossatot Riv- 
er if the project had not been 
more than 60 per cent com- 
plete. 


Richard 
Hertzler, chief of 


civil functions in the office of 
the Secretary of the Army, said 
that more comprehensive en- 
vironmental studies were made 
by the engineers on new pro- 
jects than on those already un- 
der construction. 


Hertzler's statements 
were 


made during the second day of 
a hearing on a suit seeking a 
permanent injunction to halt 
work on the dam. Four con- 
servationist groups initiated the 
suit last Oct. 1. 


The National Environmental 


Protection Act requires federal 
agencies to evaluate the impact 
of public works projects on the 
environment and file reports on 
their findings with the Council 
on Environmental Quality. 


The Army Engineers contend 


that a statement that was filed 
with the council on the Gillham 
Dam project is sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the 
NEPA, but the conservationist 
groups contend the report is not 
sufficient. 


The Gillham Dam site is on
